MINNBAPOLIS (Minn. 5 Dec. 10.—The 
Journal says there are probably more a 
rests. to come in the Ging murder case.

only $10,000 insurance. It has been con- 
“sidered of paramcunt importance that the 
man who sent a note to Miss Ging on the 
morning of the murder from outside the 
West Hotel should be identified. 

The view has been taken that this man 
was a commercial traveler who had noth- 
ing to do ‘with the tragedy whatever, but 
in such an event it would cost the man 
nothing to set the doubt ‘on the subject of 
his identity and purpose. in sending that 
note at rest. The fact that he hag not come 
forward has inspired the authorities with 
a belief that he had an important connec- 
tion with the case. It has leaked out that 
the sender of that note has been identifled 
to the satisfaction of detectives, and that 
his arrest is likely to occur at any moment. 

Hayward had a greater incentive than 
has hitherto been supposed in desiring 
the death of Catherine Ging. The gg 
woman is said, on very good authority, 
have had five insura policies — 
of two, and each of th was for 35000. 
Three other persons Hayward were 
in the plan for bri out her death, 
and these men have et deen taken 
into custody. One of t is the man of 
dark complexion who sent Miss Ging a 
note from the West Hotel on the morning 
That no report has 
been made of thé existence of other poli- 
cies on Miss Ging's life is not surprising, 
for the reason that presumably the con- 
spirators are afraid to dé settlement 
ef their claims. The ury has fin- 
ished its investigation of the case, but no 
indictments have been found.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1°.--The House to- 
day passed three appropriation bills, the 
Urgency Deficiency, For-ifications aiid 
Military Academy: ind made progress on 
the pension bill. » Cockran precured a 
record-making vote on the appropriation 
for the’ income tas by moving to recom- 
mit the bill, with Instructions to strike 
out, but his motion was defeated by 120 
majority, the vote Stauding 4% to 269. 

The Fortifications Bili, as passed, carried 
$1,879,057, or $5,478,046 less than the esti- 
mates, and the Military Academy Bill 
$457,679, or $127,372 tess than the estimates. 
The Pension Bill, with which the day will 
be taken up tomorrow, carries $141,381,570, 
or $200,000 less than the estimates and 
$10.200,000 less than the appropriation for 
the current fiscal year. 

In the Senate Mr. Sherman introduecd a 
bill providing for the purchase of a statue 
of the late Chief Justice hase. 


‘FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


SECOND SESSION. 
Associated Press Leaséed-wirs Service. 
| WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—SENATE.— 
The Senate adjourned today until next 
Monday. ‘Practically all the time of the 
session was consumed in the discussion of 
the bill to establish @ national university 
at Washington, and the Nicaragua Canal 
Bill. Senators Hunton of Virginia and 
Vilas of Wisconsin addressed the Senate 
in support of the former, and Mr. Morgan 
practically concluded ‘his speech on the 
latter measure. During the day he asked 
the Senate that Unanimous consent be 
given tor 
bi}, but was refused 

Mr. Hunton ot Virginia moved to take 
ub the bill tor the establishment ot a 
Untversity ot the United States at Wash- 
ington. “Mr. Hale of Maine objected to the 
consideration of the bill at this time, but 
 stiggested that it be required to be re- 
turned to the calendar under a rule of 
the Senate where it could be debated in 
some way “commensurate with its im- 

Mr. Hunton insisted; however, 
that he be given notice of his contemplated 
act and addressed the Senate on his bill. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Hunton's 
speech, Mr. Morgan asked unanimous con- 
sent that the vote on the Nicaragua Bill 
and amendments be taken up next 
Wednesday at 3 o'clock. Mr..Caffery of 
Louisville objected. 

Mr. Blackburn of Kentucky moved that 
when the Senate adjourn today it be to 
theet on Monday next. On this motion Mr. 
Morgan demanded the yeas and nays. The 
voted resulted: Yeas, 22; nays, 23. 

Mr. Vilas of Wisconsin then addressed 
the Senate in advocacy of tie University 
Bill. 

Senator Morgan took the doce at the con- 
eldsfon of Senator Vilas’s remarks, begin- 
ning. with the readiug of an opinion by 
Chief Justice Daly of New York on the 
constitutional power of the United States 
to aid in constructing the Nicaragua Ca- 
nal. The opinion was favorable to the 
view that the United States would be 
acting entirely within its constitatienal 
rights in .engaxing in this enterprise 
on the ground that he canal would facil- 
itate business between the Beatern and 
Western States. 

Senator Morgan in . hie ar- 
gument, said that the constitutiona:ity of, 
this right had been favorably passed upon 
by so many of the Pres:dents of the United 
States that it seems presumptuous to dis- 
cuss the question. He presented tc the 
Senate a long list <f commercial interests 
representing all parts of the Uinted States 
which were favorable to the construction 
of the canal. There were probably two 
dozen Senators present during the delivery 
of Mr. Morgan’s speech and the Senator 
took occasion to express surprise for the 
lack of interest .lisplayed. 

Mr. Morgan also addressed himself to 
the necessity of building the canal, so that 
relief may be afforded to the peuple of 
the Western part of ‘he country as a pos- 
sible result of the operations and acticns 
of the transcontinental railways. There 
was no danger to Vemoerratic principles, 
he asserted. He asked that they grant this 
and aid the millions who are ground to 
death by the monopoly of the transconti- 
nental railways and who were sending up 
petitions continuously in favor of this 
bill. Mr. Morgan, in closing, said that 
he would now leave the matter in the 
hands of the Senate, unles3 it should be 
necessary to answer ades-ions that might 
arise. He asked that 4 vote be now 1 

Mr. Wolcott then reviewed the motion 
made the other day by Mr. Blackburn 
that when the Senate adjourned today it 
be to meet on Monday. The ycas and nays 
were demanded and the motion carried by 
a vote of 26 to 22. The Senate then went 
into executive session and, at 4:05 p.m. 
and fifteen minutes iater adjourned until 
Monday. 

HOUSE.—The House this morning post- 
poned until January 15 the Williams-Set- 
tle election case, and immediately went 
into committee of the whole for the fur- 
ther consideration of the Urgency Defic- 
iency Bill and appropriation bills. The 
pending amendment was that of Mr. Hen- 
derson of Iowa, to reduce the appropriation 
of $250,000 for special examiners to 5125. 
000. It was lost by 59 to 88. 

The committee then rose and reported to 
tho House with a favorable recommenda- 
tion. The previous question was ordered, 
and Me. Cockran of New York moved to 
recommit the bil! with instructions to 
strike out the appropriation for the collec- 
tion of income tax. Mr. Cockran’s motion 
was defeated by a vote of 49 to 165.

The bill was then passed and the House, 
in committee of the whole, took up the 
Fortifications Appropriations Bill. Mr. 
Livingstone of Georgia, in charge of the 
bill, explained that it carried $1,879,057, 
or 85,478,646 less than the estimates, and 
authorized mo contracts in excess of the 
sums appropriated. 

The bill was passed without amendment, 
and Mr. O'Neill of Massachusetts called up 
the Pensions Appropriation Bill. He ex- 
plained that it carried $141,381,570, or

CARRIES A GUN. 


MR. WELLS OF WISCONSIN IS ON 
THE QUI VIVE. 


He is Challenged to Fight a Duel 
Because He Had a Man “Fired” 
and He Adopts Speaker 
Crisp’s Advice.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Representative 
Wells of the Sixth Wisconsin District is 
| carrying a gun on the advice of Speaker 
Crisp, jokingly given, with which he in- 
tends to defend himself if Watson H. Cook, 
a brother of the Republican who defeated 
Wells at the last election, attempts to 
curtail his earthly career. Cook has chal- 
lenged Wells to fight a duel. Wells has 
refused, and Cook, so Wells says, has 
threatenéd to kill him. The trouble began 
with the election. Wells got Cook a 
place in the Pension Office, but when 
Cook’s brother was nominated against 
Wells for Congress, Cook took the stump 
for his brother. 

Wells told Cook that if he persisted he 
would have Cook bounced, but that if 
he would return to Washington he (Wells) 
would not disturb him. Cook returned to 
Washington. Wells was overwhelmingly 
beaten, and in his chagrin over defeat he 
repudiated the agreement with Cook, so 
Cook claims, and sought to get Cook 
bounced. Cook got wind of what was going 
on, and hence the challenge; which was 
conveyed byeword of mouth from Cook to 
Wells at the Capitol last Monday. 

According to one version, the dialogue 
ran in this way: 

“I want,“ said Cook, 
intend to get me bounced?“ 

“I do,“ replied Wells with much warmth. 

“If you get me bounced, Wells,“ re- 
torted Cook with a savage gleam in his 
eye, I'll shoot you. See here, Wells,“ 
he continued, I am going to challenge you 
to fight a duel with swords and pistols, 
and if you don’t fight, I'll kill you.“ 

“I fight only with gentlemen,” replied 
Wells, sharply, and then taking the arm 
of a friend he walked away. Cook left the 


Capitol. 

Wells, greatly excited, told Speaker 
Crisp what had happened, and asked the 
Speaker what he should do. The Speaker 
replied, jokingly: First I would get 
Cook’s scalp, and then I would arm my- 
self and watch for bim.“ Wells followed 
the advice to the letter, and now the 
Speaker is annoyed that he has become 
mixed up in the affair. Wells submitted 
charges against Cook to the Deputy Com- 
missioner of Pensions, and Cook was dis- 
missed. Then Wells visited a hardware 
store and bought a navy revolver. Now 
he is “watching out” for Cook. 


-DISFRANCHISED. 


Thousands of St. Louis Voters Said to 
Have Lost Their Votes.

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 13.—The grand jury ap- 

pears to be pushing its investigation of al- 

leged election frauds. In response to a 
subpoena duces tecum, Recorder of Vot- 
ers Higgs has made his appearance with 
the poll-books of the Seventh District of 
the Second Ward, where crookedness has 
been charged. Higgins was not called 
upon to give any testimony. He left the 
books in the possession of the jury. 

A number of witnesses also responded 
to subpoenas that had been served on 
them. Previous to the election, charges 
were made that in revising the registration 
lists thousands of voters were disfran- 
chised. The Committee gf Public Safety 
has received numerous complaints from 
persons who claim to have been disfran- 
chised by the revision. Nearly all the 
complaints, it is said, come from colored 
voters living in the down-town wards. 

The committee has been offered the serv- 
ices of several colored people who profess 
to know of frauds. One of these declares 
that outside of the down-town wards 2000 
colored voters were disfranchised. The 
disfranchisement, he says, occurred prin- 
cipally in the Fourteenth, Fifteenth and 
Twenty-sixth wards.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury today approved the regu- 
lations prescribed by the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue for the enforcement 
of the collection of the income tax, un 
der the late tariff act. Under the regula- 
tions provided and appropriated pursuant 
to law, every citizen of the United States, 
whether residing at home or abroad, and 
every person residing or doing business in 
the United States, who has an annual in- 
come of more than $3500, shall maké a 
full return of the same, verified by his 
oath, to the collector of internal reve- 
nue of the collection district in which he 
resides, or, if not a resident, in which his 
business or property from which in 
come is received is situated, on or before 
‘the first Monday in March of each year. 
The first return under the law shall be 
made on or before the first Monday in 
March, 1895, and shall include all income 
from every source received in the year 
1894, from the Ist day of January to the 
Zist day of December, in said year. ; 
Guardians, trustees and all persons and 
corporations, acting in any fiduciary capac- 
ity, are required to make similar returns 
for all minors, wards or beneficiaries for 
which they act. The affidavit attached to 
the list must be subscribed and sworn 
to by the person making the return, 
and is to the effect that the afflant Has 
included in said returns all gains, profits 
and incomes from every source whatsoever 
received by him, or to which he is justly 
entitled, for that year, and that he is 
honestly and truly entitled to make all 
the deductions entered on his return, and 
that he has truly answered the interroga- 
tories set forth on said blank form. When 
completed and duly verified by the oath 
of the person rendering the same, the 
same must be delivered by mail or other-

It is 
provided that no part of the salary, fees

Appeals from and the method thereof 
are allowed and prescribed in all cases 
where the persons charged with the tax !s 
Missatisfied with the decision of a deputy 
collector or collector.

Several penalties are imposed on all 
officers and other persons who make known 
im any manner, any fact or any par- 
ticular contained in or relating to any re- 
turn of any taxpayer or any fact as to the 
source of amount of the income of any 
uch persons. Collectors are strictly di- 
rected by the regulations to rigidly inforce 
this provision as all original returns are 
forwarded to and filed in the office of the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, the op- 
portunity for exposure of the facts pro- 
tected by this provision will be greatly re- 


The tax on incomes for the year 1894 
will be due and payable on or before the 
first day of July next, and, if not paid at 
that time, the penalties will attach for non- 
payment. The collection of the tax when 
delinquent will be enforced in the same 
manner as in cases of enforcement and col- 
lection of other taxes under the internal 
revenue laws of the United States.

THEY ARE NOT WILLING TO 
LEAVE UTAH. 


A Dispatch to a Salt Lake Newspaper 
from Col. Tatlock Says the Red- 
skins are Devouring the 
Settlers’ Substance.

SALT LAKE (Utah,) Dec. 13.—The Trib- 
une has a telegram from Col. Tatlock, 
dated Monticello, Utah, ‘via Thompson 
Station, in which he says: 

“I arrived here on Sunday afternoon, and 
Gov. West arrived on Monday. We had 
an interview on Monday with Chiefs Igna- 
cio, Colorow and others. The interview 
was barren of results, but rich in informa- 
tion. Indian Agent Day and Col. Lawton 
will meet us tomorrow, and on Wednesday 
we will have an interview with the chiefs, 
at which it is hoped a peaceable solution 
will be reached. Ignacio says that all his 
tribe, with the exception of six families, 
are in Utah, and they seem determined to 
Stay. The tribe numbers about nine 
Hundred, and the settlers have to feed 
them. 
Last night the settlers of the village 
fed about twenty bucks and forty ponies, 
the hay fed to the ponies being worth $20 
per ton. The Indians are impudent and 
make demands on men and women. They 
Are eating the stock of settlers and rap- 
idiy devouring winter pasturage of the 
whole country. Much suffering will ensue 
unless the Indians are removed at once. 

“Later—A conference was held between 
Gov. West, Col. Lawton, Agent Day and 
the chiefs, but was adjourned over to 
Thursday. The Indians appear cross and 
determined to stay. This dispatch

THE TOBACCO TRUST. 


PROCEEDINGS TO ANNUL ITS 
CHARTER. 


The Giving-away of Matches to Pur- 
chasers of Cigarettes Caused One 
Man’s Rebates to be 
Cut Off.

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—The examination 
of witnesses in the proceedings by Attv.- 
Gen. Stockton of New Jersey against the 
American Tobacco Trust Company, to an- 


nul the charter of the company, was te- 


sumed before Commissioner Walter Cleary 
today. There have been several examina- 
tions held within the past two months, at 
which the testimony of jobbers and deal+ 
ers has showed that the trust controls 98 
per cent. of the cigarette business in the 
United States. Commissions have also been 
issued in other States, and during the 
week witnesses have been examined in 
St. Louis and Minneapolis. 

The first witness today was Henry B. 
Herbert, a Brooklyn cigar-dealer. Two 
years ago he entered into a contract with 
the American Tobacco Company, the terms 
of which he never clearly understood. His 
rebates were cut off, and then his enttre 
supply of cigarettes was stopped because 
the company deemed his act in giving 
away matches to customers an attempt to 
cut the price. Witness sold 250,000 cigar- 
ettes without rebate. He received a cir- 
cular from the company with reference to 
the terms on which rebates were granted, 
and, after signing a printed paper he got 
his rebate. Mr. Herbert said that he 
was to sell at $1.90 a box or $3.80 a thou- 
sand. He was allowed 2 per cent. for pay- 
ment in ten days and 25 per cent. every 
six months. 

Mr. Lindberg then took a hand for the 
company and got the witness to admit 
that after his conversation with the com- 
pany's representatives he had given his 
customers no matches with their cigar- 
ettes. Witness said that when giving the 
matches away he knew he was violating 
the contract with the company. 

Julius E. Herman of the firm of , 
Bachman & Co., of San Francisco was the 
next witness. He is the president of the 
J. B. Pace Tobacco Company of Richmond, 
Va. The witness produced a number of 
invoices from 1889 to 1894 for goods sup- 
plied by firms belonging to the trust. The 
invoices prior to 1891 were from the indi- 
vidual companies, which subsequaatly 
formed the trust. In the latter ones, each 
company was styled branch of the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company.“ In February, 
1891, he signed a contract with the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company. He was cut off 
about three years ago and when he went to 
headquarters he was told that he was sell- 
ttes under stated prices. After 
a month he was restored. He then signed 
a new contract, agreeing to sell no more 
cigarettes under the stated price of the 
company. He was cut off a second time 
about a year ago. 

“The American Tobacco Company has 
asked me to return cigarettes they had 
forwarded to me. When I pay for the 
cigarettes, less the 2 per cent., they be- 
long to me, said the witness.

President Cornwall of the New York 
State Association Suggests 
a Plan. 


Favors Substantially the Baltimore 
Scheme—R. E. Ferris of New 
York Would Leave the 
Bonds Alone.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 13. — The House 
Banking and Currency Committee con- 
tinued its hearing today. Letters were 
read from W. M. Dana, editor of the Com- 
mercial and Financial Chronicle, and R. R. 
Ferris, vice-president of the Bank of New 
York. Ferris said: There scems to be 
no good reason why existing national 
banks which have United States bonds on 
deposit with the Comptroller should not be 
allowed to continue as they are until their 
charters expire or the deposited bonds are 
paid off. Sec. 7 of Carlisle’s bill seems 
like forcing the banks to do what they 
have not been consulted about.” Ferris 
advocated the establishment of central re- 
demption agencies, which would, he 
thought, enhance the elasticity of circula- 
tion, based on the deposit of bonds. 
Referring to sec, 10 of Secretary Car- 
lisle’s bill, providing for an issue of notes 
by State banks, without the provision of a 
sinking fund, Ferris says: It makes the 
bill simply an inflation measure modified 
by the deposit of 30 per cent. legal tender 
notes, and the provision to cancel United 
States notes “to the extent of 70 per cent. of 
new circulation issued When the treasury 
has means to do it.“ Phe letter concluded: 
„As the bill substitutes national bank 
notes for the new issue, it will be 4 fail- 
ure, as it presents no inducements to solid 
banks to become insurers of the circula- 
tion of mushroom institutions, and a stim- 
ulant to organize banks. not subject to 
United States inspection is questionable,” 
Wildam H. Cornwall, president of the 
New York State Bankers’ Association, read 
a carefully-prepared paper, advocating sub- 
stantially the Baltimore plan. He said that 
his recommendations were as follows: 
First—The greenback and treasury 
notes should be redeemed, then cancelled. 
The real business of the government as 
regards money is to stamp upon gold and 
silver their fineness and weight. A gov- 
ernment has no right to issue with noth- 
ing back of it and to make it legal tender; 
to create a currency and by an act of law 
force the people to take its full value 
without a regard to intrinsic worth. All 
such issues up to today have ended in 


trouble. The greenback and treasury note 


are of this character. They are the gov- 
ernment’s note to the extent of $500,000,- 
000, payable on demand and in gold. They 
have caused trouble enough already. They 
are a constant menace to the gold reserve. 
They should be paid up. 

Second—The vacancy should be filled 
with bank notes. The best currency of 
the best nations today is mainly bank 
notes which are a first lien upon the as- 
sets of the bank. These assets are com- 
mercial possessions, representing the prod- 
uct of the brain and muscle of millions 
of people. They are the wealth of the na- 
tion. What better basis for circulation 
can be than this, the actual wealth of the

should be allowed to issue notes to a per- 
centage of capital, without bond security, 
the notes to be a first lien n the as- 
sets of the bank, including the double lia- 
bility of stockholders, with a guarantee 
fund made up by all the banks, the gov- 
ernment continuing to guarantee and re- 
deem all notes at This is prac- 
tically the Baltimore plan. It is simple 
and good as far as it goes, and it goes 
far enough for the present. 

Third—To perfect the system further 
and make out the complicated and delicate 
problems attending this, an impartial, ex- 
pert commission should be appointed. To 
recapitulate: First, retire the lezal-tenders; 
second, let the national banks take out 
notes under the Baltimore plan to replace 
them; third, appoint an impartial, expert 
— to perfect our currency sys- 

m. 

Replying to questions by Mr. Warner, 
Cornwall said that he thought that green- 
backs and treasury notes outstandirg 
should be redeemed, but he would perform 
this redemption with low-rate bonds. He 
also said that he did not consider that 
part of Secretary Carlisle’s plan relating 
to the retirement of treasury notes suffi- 
ciently definite. Cornwall said that return 
to State bank notes would bring about a 
return of counterfeiting now reduced to a 
minimum. 

At the afternoon session Chairman 
Springer read a leter from A. B. Hep- 
burn of New York, ex-Comptroller of the 
Currency and one of the advocates of the 
ere plan. Mr. Hepburn wrote as fol- 


ows: 

“Of course Mr. Carlisle’s vision re- 
quiring banks taking out ulation to 
deposit greenbacks and treasury notes is 
made in the interest of relieving the gov- 
ernment and not for the benefit of a cur- 
rency issue. I do not know that I would 
have any objection to this. I yrould like to 
see any safe course pursued, which would 
relieve the government of its embarrass- 
ments. It is by no means a blessing to 
the banks, the retirement of 


would benefit 
government and the people as a whole it 
would certainly put added responsibilities 
upon the banks. I am strongly opposed 
to the proposition to da away with the re- 
‘quirements that the banks keep reserves, 
and my understanding of the law does not 
tally with that of the Secretary. a 

“The law when it was drafted, as I un- 
derstand it, was based upon the experience 
of prudent and well-managed banks, and 
the reserve was fixed at a point where 
prudent and well-meaning banks carried 
thoir reserve. It was sought to fix a limit 
so a well-managed bank would as often 
de over as under the reserve in the reg- 
ular course of business. This law is 
made, not for the nine banks who would 
observe it without any legal provisions, 
but forthe tenth, that either incompetent, 
epeculative or unsafe management, might 
fail to keep a proper reserve, and to keep 
its finances sufficiently strong to meet the 
demand that might be made upon it. The 
statement which the Secretary makes 
that the State banks keep 20 per cent. 
reserve, whereas the national banks keep 
only 18 per cent., I do not think is well 
founded.“ 

Hepburn also criticised the repeal of the 
10 per cent. tax on State-bank notes, while 
leaving a tax on national-bank notes; 
also the forbidding of national banks to 
issue notes of less than $10; the safety 
fund should also be equally compulsory; 
State banks should be required (o keep 
the same reserve. He closes by saying: 
“The Secretary’s discussion of the finan- 
cial question in general, I most cordially 
approve, and the conclusions he reaches, I 
believe are wise and sound, but the de- 
tails of the bill he has submitted, in my 
judgment, are open to serious criticism.” 

The committee then adjourned until to- 
morrow.

GUILTY OF MURDER. 
John H. Hater Convicted on One

PERU’S TROUBLES. 


THE REBEL GENERAL PIEROLA 
| GAINS GROUND. 


Fifteen Thousand Government Troops 
Desert and Join His Standard— 
Great Suffering at Lima 

and Callao.

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—Advices from 
Peru via Colonna per steamer Alliance, 
are to the effect that Gen. Pierola, who 
is in ‘arms against the Peruvian govern- 
ment, is gaining accessions. The general 
sentiment of ‘the people appears to be in 
his favor. He has control of several of 
the principal ports and is very strong in 
the interior of the country. He has a 
well-equipped army and is close to Lima, 
the capital. The Pacific Steam Navigation 
Company’s steamer Puno was, on her ar- 
rival, November 14, subjected to rigid ex- 
amination by government troops to dis- 
cover ff she Was carrying arms or am- 
munition. A “@0n¥pahy of soldiers re- 
mained on Ka until it arrived at 
Callao, the port "of Lima, to prevent com- 
munication e the adherents of Gen. 
Pierola and in§pett all cargo landed. 

The same company’s steamer Serna had 

a lively experience at Cerro Azul, the 
first port of call south of Callao. The ves- 
sel had on board a detachment of gov- 
ernment troops in charge of a prisoner. 
As it entered port it set the usual sig- 
nals for lighters, it not being known that 
Pierola’s forces had captured the town. 
A lighter, apparently loaded with sugar, 
went alongside the Serna, those on the 
steamer were greatly surprised when the 
lighter was found to be filled with armed 
revolutionists who, after a short struggle, 
captured the government troops and re- 
leased the prisoners. During the struggle 
the captain of the Serna attempted to 
take his vessel out of the harbor, but a 
rifle presented at his head caused him 
to change his mind. 
When these. advices were dispatched 
Pierola’s forces had control of the Oroya 
railroad and traffic to Ancuo was sus- 
pended. The only railway in the country 
remaining in operation was the short line 
between Lima and Callao. On November 
22 the government fitted out an armored 
train, with a gatllng-gun battery to carry 
2000 soldiers along the Oroya railroad to 
drive off the revolutionists along the line. 
As the train approached the camp of the 
revolutionists, 15,000 government troops 
deserted with arms and ammunition and 
joined the rebels, The remainder of 


ks | S0vernment forces returned to Lima. 


The condition of. 9 is 
deplorable, owing to d and ill- 
treatment, and as they have not received 
any pay for several months, discontent is 
almost universal and desertions numerous. 
Great distress and suffering prevails at 
Lima and Callao, owing to high prices and 
scarcity of provisions. The people able 
to do so have provided themselves with 
sufficient food in anticipation of a thirty 
days’ siege. In-Callao the marines on 
one of the government hulks mutinied. 
To prevent insubordination spreading, all 
hands were placed under arrest on a hulk 
anchored between two government ships 
and all shipping in the harbor was noti- 
fled to withdraw from the line of fire. 

Mail steamers of the Chilean and Pacific

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 13.—The hall of 
the State Supreme Court was crowded this 
morning when the gubernatorial election 
contest came up. Ex-Justice Van Patter- 
son and Joseph Nougess appeared as prin- 
cipal attorneys for the Board of Election 
Commissioners, the defendant, though in 
reality they represented the interests of 
Budd. George A. Knight and several 
other lawyers appeared on behalf of the 
petitioner, Chairman Cornwall of the Re- 
publican State Committee, Chief Justice 
Beatty and Justices De Haven, Harrison, 
Van Fleet, Garoutte and McFarland were 
on the bench, Justice Fitzgerald having 
been a candidate, and being interested in 
the decision to be rendered, did not sit. 

The counsel for Cornwall, or Estee, at- 
tempted to secure a delay of proceedings, 
but were unsuccessful, and Attorney Pat- 
terson, on behalf of the defendants, opened 

arguments. 

Patterson confined his argument to the 
legal question involved, as to whether the 
petition alleged facts sufficient to warrant 
the issuance of a citation to a Board of 
Election Commissioners to come before the 
court and defend their official acts. He 
argued that the petitioner, Cornwall, was 
not the real party in interest, inasmuch 
as the statute requires that any action of 
the kind must be brought by the party who 
is. injured. Cornwall, he declared, could 
not be injured by the election of Budd. He 

eclared, too, that the petition asked the 
court to do indirectly what it could not do 
directly, that is, hear a contest over the 
election pf Governor, which can only be 
heard b¥ the Legislature. 0 
Ex-Judge Daly of Ventura arguing for 
the itioner, insisted that all that was 
sought by the writ was to compel the 
Board of Election Commissioners to can- 
vass those returns which were in proper 
legal form and to compel precinct election 
officers to fulfill their legal duties and 
make proper returns. 

Interrupting him, Judge De Haven said: 

“The question, as I understand it, is 
whether there were legal returns to can- 
vass and what returns were legal.“ 

Having been straightened out on this 
point, Daly declared that the Election 
Commissioners could not canvass any re- 
turns not authenticated as the law re- 
quires, and that their efforts to correct 
such returns by citing the election offi- 
cers appear and complete their work 
was not according to law. He asked that 
the Election Commissioners be instructed 
to canvass the returns propertly authen- 
ticated and that the court direct them as 
to what course to follow with returns not 
properly authenticated. 

The decision of the Illinois Supreme 
Court was read, in which it was held that 
where returns had not been signed through 
ignorance or inadvertence that election 
officers might amend the returns by sign- 
ing certificates any time before the vote 
had been canvassed. The petitioners re- 
fused to concede that this was law, but 
Justice Beatty intimated that such would 
be ‘considered law. Long and tedious 
arguments then followed, and a motion 
to dismiss the petition was made. 

Justices De Haven and Garoutte said 
that if the returns had been properly certi- 
ned to before the canvass of votes was fin- 
ished, they were willing to grant the mo- 
tion now. The decision of the court was

Death of President John Worth of the 


Chicago Metropolitan Railway.

CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—John Worthy, pres- 
ident of the Commercial Loan and Trust 
Company, also of the Metropolitan Rail- 
way, whose death is reported from New 
York, was one of the foremost business 
men of Chicago. Formerly a member of 
the Board of Lincoln Park Commissioners, 
he was at the time of his death one of 
the 4hree directors of the House of Cor- 
rection and chairman of the board, and 
also held many other official positions of 
public trust. He was one of the Organ- 
izers of both the Union League and Max- 
guette clubs. Though requested many 
times to do so, he invariably refused to 
accept any remunerative political office. 

Worthy was born in England, August 
12. 1841, and has been in this country mee 
he was 7 years old. He came to Chicago 
in 1860 without capital or influential friends. 
and began a career here that has marked . 

He en- 
listed in the One Hundred and Thirty- 
eighth Illinois Infantry and remained in it 
until the regiment was mustered out. 
His widow and two sons survive him. 

Worthy’s death was due to blood poison- 
ing.

Tillamook Lighthouse Suffers 
from the Storm of Last 
Sunday.

ASTORIA, (Or.,) Dec. 13.—The light- 
house-tender Columbine returned at 6 
»’clock this evening from Tillamook Rock, 
having left for that place at daylight this 
morning to investigate the reported dam- 
age to the light from Sunday’s hurricane. 
The sea was too rough to get within 
speaking distance of the rock, and it was 
found impossible to land any one by means 
of the derrick and basket. 

The Columbine went around the rock 
sveral times and could easily see that 
sonsiderable damage had been done. The 
harp top of the smaller rock at the south 
of the main rock on which the lighthouse 
stands is gone, and various other places 
show where huge boulders have been torn 
of by the force of the storm. Chief 
Keeper Pessonen signalled that they were 
U well, and that he would send his re- 
port off in a bottle attached to a buoy. 
his he did, and it was soon picked up by 
he waiting steamer. 

An Associated Press reporter was shown 
he statement by Lieut. Blish this evening 
pon the arrival of the Columbine, and 
rom its contents is learned the full hor- 
or of the awful storm on the isolated 
tock and the dangers the men were sub- 
ected to. 
Between 11 a.m. and 6 p.m. on Sunday 
ast the worst hurricane ever experienced 
pn the Coast raged around the lighthouse. 
Great mountains of water rolled in from 
he southwest, and, breaking against the 
base of the rock, would run up its steep 
side and send its force on the building, 
hich trembled and rocked as if ready to 
umble into the raging sea. By noon the 
storm wes on in all its fury and the seas 
olied higher and higher. A great crash 
bf glass shortly after noon told of the 
famage caused by the waves and frag- 
ments of rocks that had been torn loose 
rom the main rock, and hurled against 
he outer glass that protects the costly 
enses. 

Examination showed that the panes were 
ll broken, the lenses ruined and the 
lock machinery that revolves the light, so 
badly dam as to render it useless. 
he force of the wind ed waves can be 
udged when it is known that the lights 
broken were 136 feet above high water. 
monster rock, weighing perhaps a ton, 
Was hurled upwards by the waves, nearly 
hundred feet and came down, crashing 
hrough the roof of the hall and kitchen. 
he range was ruined and every movable 
rticle in the kitchen was washed away. 
At one time six feet of water was in the 
Mren- room and four feet in the living- 
ooms. These rooms are eighty-eight feet 
above high water. Nearly every thing in 
he way of edibles, except the canned 
goods were ruined.

A DIVORCE MECCA. '

How the Gordian Knot is Severed 
at Fargo.

TACOMA, (Wash.,) Dec. 13.—L. Edmund 
Stover of Fargo, N. D., who has reported 
more celebrated divorce cases during 
the past year than any other man in the 
country, is touring the Northwest. Fargo, 
he says, has grown to be the Mecca which 
the unhappy married people of the coun- 
try seem bent on reaching. a 

In talking on the subject of divorce in 
North Dakota, he said: “The general 
public has little idea of the magnitude of 
this infant industry. The number of pil- 
grims reaches startling figures. A care- 
ful estimate recently on a visit to all the 
lawyers in the city places the number 
serving time preparatory to filing actions 
for separation at upwards of ninety. 

“These people ere mostly residents of 
the East, New York and Boston furnishing 
the largest contingent. Naturally they 
are persons of wealth and prominence, 
who prefer to journey to the frontier to 
wash their dirty linen. Several untra- 
fashionable hotels and boarding-houses of 
Fargo accept no patrons who are not mem- 
bers of the colony. The money spent in 
this city by these seekers of single blessed- 
ness reaches many thousands of dollars 
annually. To illustrate how diligently 
the court is kept at work to dispose of 
this array of wariegated cases: During 
the hearing of the celebrated Hirschfield 
case recently concluded, Judge McConnell 
decided five other divorce cases. They 
were heard at odd moments during the 
early morning and noon hours.“ 

Stover says that it must not be inferred 
that these pilgrims nominate Fargo as 
their Mecca because the courts of that 
city do not balance the scales of justice 
evenly.

Testimony Concerning the Murder of 
Blind Mrs. Meagher. | 

SANTA ROSA, Dec. 13.—The trial of 

Mrs. Bryan, on a charge of murdering her 

blind sister, Mrs. Nancy Meagher, on Jan- 

. uary 22, was resumed before Judge Craw- 


crowded, many persons coming from Peta- 
luma and other places to hear the proceed- 
ings. 

Paul Valchester, who heard John 
Meagher groaning on the morning after 
the tragedy, and who went into the house 
and found : Meagher’s dead body, was 
the first witness called.

Brad Stein, who took care of Meagher 
after the tragedy was the next witness.

He did not see anybody nor any 
light in Mrs. Bryan’s house, which is near 
the scene of the murder. He testified to 
finding tracks under the bridge, about 
three hundred yards from the Meagher 
place. They were made by two persons, 
one wearing small shoes and one wearing 
large, square-toed shoes. He never meas- 
ured the tracks made by Mrs. Bryan. Mrs. 
Fowler or John Lee Bryan, the three per- 
sons accused of murder. The witness was 
rigidly cross-examined, but counsel did not 
shake his testimony.

WAITING FOR A TURN. 


Oaxaca at San 
Diego—The Guatemalan War.

SAN DIEGO, Dec. 13.—It was learned 
today on what is considered good author- 
ity that the Mexican transport Oaxaca, 
now in this port, is waiting here for a de- 
cisive turn in the Mexico-Guatemala ques- 
tion, with the intention, if war seems in- 
evitable, of taking on a cargo of ammuni- 
tion and arms to be conveyed to the port 
of San Benito on the Guatemalan frontier. 
The Oaxaca will probably take troops 
from Guaymas and Mazatlan to San Benito 
on the same tri sp. 

Capt. Alexandro Cerisole of the Oaxaca 
would not admit that such was the pur- 
pose of his visit here, and reiterated that 
the vessel was simply undergoing repairs, 
and that she would then await orders 
from the Department of Marine. He said 
that he was disappointed, however, in not 
finding everything that he desired to out- 
fit the ship, and this remark is taken as a 
a confirmation of the report concerning 
firearms and ammunition, as everything 
in the way of provisions,. supplies, coal, 
etc., is at hand in this port. 

William Feason, superintending engi- 
| neer for Don Joaquin Redo of Mazatlan, 
who is in the city with Joaquin, Jr., for 
the purpose of purchasing the steamer 
Manuel Dublan, is in charge of the nego- 
tiations during the temporary absence of 
Redo in San Francisco. General Manager 
Bruce of the Colonization Company, own- 
ing the steamer, is expected to come up 
from Ensenada on Sunday morning, and 
the deal will then probably be closed. 

It is not unlikely that the Dublan is be- 
ing purchased for use in the impending 
Guatemalan war, either by the Redos pri- 
vately, or through them by the Mexican 
government. It was learned today that 
the purpose of Redo’s visit to San Fran- 
cisco was to go over the estimates for 
two or three vessels to be constructed for 
him in that port. The reason given for 
this unexpected activity is that, the, trade 
along the Gulf and Pacific coasta of Mex- 
ico is rapidly increasing, but thé rumor 
that the transport Oaxaca is prepa to 
ship arms and ammunition lends color to 
the statement that the Dublan and the 
new steamers will be utilized for naval 
and transport, purposes by the Mexican 
government.

Use and Abuse of Toothpicks. 


(The Lancet:) The toothpick, judiciously 
used, is of undoubted value. Of the ma- 
terials used as toothpicks the best is the 
quill, with the sharp point removed, but 
with this, as with all other forms, care must 
be observed. By indiscriminate application 
the gums may be so irritated and injured 
as to cause recession, and thus increase the 
existing trouble, or inflammation of the 
tooth membrane may be caused, a most an- 
noying condition, and one in which the 
still more vigorous use of the toothpick 
gives temporary relief, only in reality to 
add fuel to the fire. Metal toothpicks are 
good because blunt pointed, but are too 
thick to pass between teeth at all close to- 
gether. Wood need only be mentioned to be 
condemned, for it is by no means an un- 
common occurrence for small fibers to be- 
come detached and jammed between the 
socket and tooth, leading to chronic peri- 
ositis and even loss of the tooth if tne 
condition is not recognized.

THE LARGEST FIRE ENOWN IN 
TEXAS. 


Oattle Ranges Turned to a Scorched 
Desert—Herois Efforts of a Few 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SAN ANTONIO (Tex.,) Dec. 13.—A let- 
ter from L. H, Holman, ranchman of 
Deane, Tex., says that the largest and 
most destructive fire known in years has 


swept over a large portion of the place 


and is still burning to the south. It be- 
gan near Pecos River, just this side of 
Fort Sumner, two weeks ago, and burned 
to the southeast, taking in the large pas- 
tures of Ray Bros., Doliver Bros., and 
others and a large amount of open range.

before. Salter had been rather cheerful 
nd showed Jailer Brown a letter he had 
written to his sister, asking her to loan 
him £200 (about $1000) until he could clear 
himself, and he detailed to Jailer Brown 
how he was going to clear himself of the 
arge, declaring himself innocent. 
William Fries, the cellmate of Salter, 
was the next witness, who stated that he 
had observed that Salter was a very sick 
man and had grown worse during the af- 
srnoon and evening. He was hopeful of 
etting clear. 
F. C. Hoogstraat was the next witness.

imes since he has been incarcerated, the 
t time yesterday.

The Ashworth Murder Trial 
Almost Over. 


Counsel for the Defense are Having 


Much Trouble with the 
Witnesses. 


fhe Juvenile Desperadoes from Po- 
mona Disposed of—A Suit Over 
Bank Stock—General 
Court Notes. 


fhe trial of Robert Ashworth, for the 
murder of Manuel Watson on September 
1 last, was resumed before Judge Smith 
and jury in Department One yesterday, 
and so far as the taking of testimony is. 
concerned, was almost concluded. 

The day’s proceedings commenced by the 
calling of A. D. Andrews, an inmate of the 
County Jail, for the purpose of discrediting 
the testimony of Williamson, the ex-trusty, 


but the court sustained the objections ot 


Mr. Gage to every question propounded by 
Mr. Woolner, who appeared to be unable 
to frame his interrogatories in an admis- 
sable shape, and the witness was excused. 

William Snyder, another jail-bird, was 
called for the same purpose, but shared a 
similar fate. 

George Osborne testified to the effect 
that when he and his wife left the train 
at Watson station at 5:30 o’clock on the 


‘ evening of September 1, they saw Manuel 


Watson there on horseback. On seeing 
them he dismounted, opened the gate for 
them, and talked to witness about the sale 
-of his place for some minutes. After Man- 
uél had ridden away witness’s wife called 
his attention to the fact that Manuel had 
been drinking; but he had not noticed it 
previously. 

Mrs. Osborne was then called, but her 
hiisband stated that she was at home and 
very sick. Osborne insisted that he and 
his wife had been excused by counsel for 
the defendant on that account, and ex- 
pressed his surprise that Mr. Woolner 
should have forgotten it. 

Mr. Woolner argued the matter at con- 
siderable length with the witress, and 
asked the court to allow the record to 
show that, contrary to his wishes, Messrs. 
Bledsoe and Carpenter, who had with- 
drawn, had allowed witnesses to return 
home. Judge Smith, however, suppressed 
counsel and directed him to proceed with 
his case. 

Mr. Woolner thereupon demanded that 
a bench warrant be issued for Mrs. Os- 
borne, but the court premptorily declined 


to issue bench warrants for sick people. 
Finally it was agreed that Mrs. Osborne's 


deposition be taken after court adjourned, 
and with this understanding the defense 
rested 


A number of witnesses were called in 
rebuttal by the prosecution for the purpose 
of showing that Manuel Watson was per- 
fectly sober up to the time of his death, 
and that he never carried a riata or 
weapons of any kind. 

Some expert medical evidence was also 
introduced for the purpose of showing that 
a person stabbel as was the deceased, 
could not have struggled after receiving 

death wound. 

At the request of the jury, Judge Smith 
ordered Patricio Watson to bring the 
wagon, which Ashworth had used on the 
‘night ot the murder, up to town for their 
inspection. 

Court thereupon adiourned for the day, 


‘the matter going over until this morning. 


THE ‘JUVENILE DESPERADOES. 
“Capt.” John Saunders, Eugene Heaton 


and Eddie Munger, three members of a 


juvenile band of desperadoes from Po-. 
mona, were taken before Judge Smith 
yesterday afternoon to plead to the charge 
of burglary against them, and entered 
their respective pleas of guilty thereto. 
Eddie Munger being only 10 years of age, 
was discharged by the court, but the 
others who are over 12 years of age, were 
committed to the State school at Whittier 
for the remainder of their minority. The 

ungsters committed several burglaries 

fore the local officers discovered the 
identity of the depredators, and under the 
captaincy of Saunders had a campaign of 
crime mapped out, which, if carried out, 
would have created consternation among 
the entire community. 

SUIT OVER BANK STOCK. 

The case of Fidelia A. Shaw et al. vs. 
F. N. Myers et al., an action to recover 
nine shares of stock or their value and. 
damages, came on for trial in Department 
Five yesterday, but was not concluded, 
and will be taken up again today. 

The plaintiff alleges that she indorsed a 
certificate for sixty-nine shares of the 
capital stock of the Security Savings Bank 
and Trust Company and delivered it to 
defendant, as his request, for safe keep- 
ing and voting purposes during a meeting 
of the stockholders, but that he wrong- 
fully converted it to his own use, and a 
new certificate was subsequently issued 
to J. M. C. Marble for said stock. When 
she called attention to the matter sixty 
shares were returned to her, but the 
other nine were not, and she therefore 
seeks the aid of the law to recover them.

TORRENS’ SYSTEM. 


Assemblyman’ Bulla Explains Some 
of its Features. 


(San Francisco Chronicle:) The many 
land lawyers in this city, the searchers of 
records, and the notaries public have been 
in a state of fitful excitement recently 
whenever thoughts of the Torrens reg- 
istry law came to them. Their day 
dreams became nightmares at the hour 
when graveyards yawn and their suffer- 
ings has been intense. They have had 
visions of penury and pauperism and vistas 
of the poerhotise should the law be en- 
acted, but according to the views of the 
commission that was appointed to inyesti- 
gate the law as it is enforced in Australia, 
and to frame a similar law for use and 
action in this State, their fears are ground- 
less. The one particular man who will 
suffer is the County Recorder. That office 
will be abolished. 


The commissioners met yesterday after- 


noon at the Grand Hotel, those present 
being Mr. Adams, Elliott McAllister and 
R. N. Bulla of Los Angeles, the framer of 
the new bill. Mr. Bulla in an interview 
stated: “There is really no cause for wor- 
riment on the part of land lawyeré search- 
ers and notariés, for the simple reason 
that there is really. nothing to worry 
about, owing to the fact that the contents 
of the new bill for use in this State have 
not been given to the public and cannot 
be divulged until after our next meeting, 
which will be late in December, and that 
meeting will probably be held in Sacra- 
mento. There are many provisions in the 
bill still to be considered and acted upon 
when the full “board is in session. The 
new bill will contain many radical changes 
in order to fit it to the requirements of 
the existing laws of the State of Cali- 
fornia, and furthermore it will not be a 
compulsory law. Hence when a land trans- 
fer is to be made the applicant can secure 
his title either under the pfesent system 
or the new one, There will be no Regis- 
trar, as the magter of title will come be- 
fore the Superior Court, but I cannot now 
explain the course of procedure. This is 
all of the information that I, representing 
the commissioners, can give on the sub- 
ject at present..

Alva Johnson Tells a Pathetic Story 
of Ungratefulness on the Part 
of His Brothers—His 

Statement. 


When Kid“ Thompson was asked to 
make a confession yesterday, he said, in 
é@mphatic terms, that he had nothing to 
divulge, and that he would see his in- 
terrogaters in a warmer climate than 
Southern Oalifornia before he would be- 
come a self-accused train-wrecker. 

The fact that Johnson has told all 
about the Roscoe robberies has not had 
the effect of causing Thompson to become 
dispirited in the least. The prisoner, who 
is.-jointly charged with the Tejunga 
rancher, with the crime of train-robbery, 
stoutly maintains that he is innocent. 

“ALL A JOB.” 

„It's all a job,“ he said to a Times 
reporter last evening, in the corridor of 
the County Jail, “and I think that I 
can bring witnesses to prove that I was 
not at Roscoe on eit of the nights 
the trains were held up. When the first 
robbery happened I was here in town. 
There would be no trouble about prov- 
ing where I was, if they had only ar- 
rested me sooner. It’s hard to remember 
so far back, and witnesses can’t do it 
very well. 

ACKNOWLEDGED NOTHING. 


One of the papers said that I had 
acknowledged being in one of the rob- 
Series. I did no such thing, and don't 
propose to plead guilty to anything that 
I didn’t do. I never was concerned in a 
Dank robbery in New Mexico, and didn’t 
know that any had been committed until 
I was in bed 
out on a ranch at the time the second 
Roscoe robbery took place. : 

“When did you become acquainted with 
tsler?“ asked the reporter. 

“Why, out in Arizona. I was with a 
boy named Tupper, and we were coming 
from the Consolidated Canal. We were 
riding on a wagon, when we passed a 
drove of bulls. A man named Bacon was 
on horseback, driving the bulls, and Etzler 
was walking along helping him. As we 
‘were about to pass. Btzler called out and 
threw up his hand. We thought that he 
Was calling us, and got out of the wagon 
and went over to where he was. He 
said that he was motioning to the other

man to stop, that he was sick. 
h the kid (Tupper) and I helped him 
into Phoenix, and Tupper nursed him for 
Several days. That was the first time I 
ever saw Etzler. Afterward we went to 
Tempe, and Etzler went with us. got 


‘a job on a hay press. 


ETZLER HAD THE MONBY. 

“The ‘kid’ told me that Etzler had 
shown him some money, Mexican money, 
and had asked him to help get it changed. 
Etzler never spoke to me about it, and 
i never saw the money.“ 

“What do you suppose Johnson thought 
that he would gain by mixing you up 
in this trouble, if you were not guilty?” 


~queried the 


reporter. 

“I think it’s all a job to shield some 
one else. I did work for Johnson at 
his corral for two months or more“ 

“Did the District Attorney want you 
to plead guilty?” — 

“They asked me to make a confession 
and I told them that I had no confession 
to make; that I wasn’t going to plead 
guilty to something I had never done. 
The officers claim that they were hunt- 
ing for me ever since the last robbery. 
I was right here in the city until about 
@ month after that robbery. After that 
I went to Arizona, and was around with 
the candidate for Sheriff: d several 
others in Maricopa county. never shot 
at a man in my life. I came to this State 
from Arizona a year ago last July.“ 

During the recital of his story Thomp- 
son reiterated the statement several times 
that he had never acknowledged to any 
one that he had been concerned in either 
robbery. He was in a cheerful frame 
of mind, and spoke in a clear and unhes- 
‘tating manner. His face had been freshly 
shaven, which heightened the sharp lines 
of his features. When brought out from 
the middle tank to meet the reporter, he 
wore nothing but trousers, shoes aud a 
tiegligee shirt, a cowboy hat completing 
his attire. 

He Isoked as though he meant it when 
he said that he would never plead guilty 
mor confess to having béen concerned in 
the Roscoe robberies. 

Thompson and Johnson were brought 
into Department One to plead yesterday 
morning, but, on motion of the District 
Attorney, the time for that ceremony to 
be completed was continued again to this 
morning. 


Johnson Broke Down When He Told 
of His Troubles. 


The ragged edges of the world have un- 
doubtedly rubbed hard upon the life of 


Alva Johnson. The hardened and griz- 


led rancher broke down and cried last 
night as he told the reporter how he had 
been led into crime dfter many years of 
honest toil. His broken-hearted wife sat 
beside him during the interview and, al- 
though she told him not to cry, and en- 
deavored to help him over the trying pas- 
Sages, it was a hard trial for ber. John- 
son has aged many years in appearance 
since being confined in the jail, and his 
shoulders are bowed under the weight of 
his trouble. 
HAD STONY HEARTS. 

It seems that the ungrateful, envious 
and mercenary spirit of his brothers was 
what drove him to the point of becoming 
a law-breaker and that if the weight of 
guilty conscience was to be considered by 
the law in estimating the enormity of the 
Offense, these same brothers would be 
1 today behind prison bars in his 


Alva Johnson unburdened his mind of 
the whole matter last night, and dwelt 
tearfully upon the pathetic details of un- 
happy family reldttons. 

1 don't think that I could have been in- 
duced to have robbed the train at all,“ he 
began, it it had not been that I thought 
the ‘company had ill-treated me. I worked 
down in New Mexico for a railroad com- 
pany and they did not pay mie for my 
work. I have been told since that it was 
not the Southern Pacific Company, but I 
didn’t know that before. When I left 
Arizona I came to Los Angeles and went 
to the Tejunga to work. At that time 
my folks did not have anything at all; 
they were very poor. They moved up to 
where I was working, too, and got all 
wages for a long time. I worked for Mr. 
Phillipe. Phillipe was sick and he finally 
died. I kept on working and giving my 
Wages to my folks and everything went 
along all right until I married Mrs, Phil- 
lipe, who is now my wife. My brothers 
were opposed to my marrying. They tried 
to beat me out of some water and my wife 
was obliged to bring a suit to save our 
property. We won the suit and got every- 
thing we asked for, which showed that we 
were in the right. I was anxious to keep 
out of trouble and came down and bought

He 
had wanted to turn back sevéral times at 
the critical moments, but was compelled 
to go on by his companion.

Will 
it prevent stealing, or will it encourage 
idleness? A bank president told me: 
When I come across a case, I take him 
to a restaurant, put down the money 
and tell them to feed the person until the 
money ts used up. 

Indiscriminate charity does harm, but 
careful, studious handling of this class 
may prevent many from being criminals 
and may turn many from a criminal life. 
For a week the Pacific Gospel Union 
has tried the experiment of furnishing a 
simple meal of coffee and bread only, to 
all who had a ticket, and numbers have 
come, and have remained to a gospel 
meeting, and fifteen promised, before God 
and man, to lead a new lite. Seventy 
have found employment. One was an ar- 
chitect of good character, steady habits, 
who, out of money, accepted, with 
thanks, a cup of coffee and a slice of 
dry bread. Surely such a meal will not 
noourage idleness. May not this matter 

thoroughly discussed?

Annual Report of Doctor 
Powers. 


Review of Sanitary and Other Work 
Done by the Depart- 


ment. 


A More Extended Inspection of Foods 
is Urged—Plumbing Provisions 
Should be Changed—_ 

Other Matters. 


Health Officer Powers presented his an- 
nual report at a meeting of the Board of 
Health held yesterday afternoon. The 
document contains a quantity of interest- 
ing statistics compiled from the records of 
the office for the twelve months ending 
December 1, and also a brief review of 
the work of the department for that 
period. 
The total number of deaths occurring in 
‘the city during the year was 1182 which, 
on a basis of 75,000 population, makes the 
death rate 15.76 per 1000. Of the deaths 
212 were caused by specific infectious 
diseases, and 324 by diseases of the re- 
spiratory organs. Of the decedents 269 
were of persons who had resided in the 
city less than one year, and 89 of the 269 
deaths were catsed by consumption or 
tuberculosis. There were 161 deaths cer- 
tifled to by the Coroner. There were 169 
deaths of children under the age of one 
year, and 36 of children between the ages 
of one and two years. 

There were reported 1211 births, of 
which number 71 were still births, and 35 
of which latter number were reported 
without any assigned cause. 

There has not been a single case of 
smallpox in the city during the year. 
There were reported 71 cases of typhoid 
fever, 43 of. which were fatal. An effort 
has been made to ascertain the origin of 
source of infection of every case reported, 
but efforts in this direction have not been 
successful. 

Of infectious diseases there were 261 
cases reported, for which the houses were 
placarded. Of these 115 were of scarlet 
fever, only one of which proved fatal. The 
cases of this disease have been extremely 
mild. 


diphtheria was 146; of 
proved fatal. It is believed that the in- 
creased number of cases of diphtheria 
may be ascribed to the extreme dryness 
of the season, causing surface water to 
seep into wells carrying with it the filth; 
and to the disturbance and filling of old 
cesspools and privy. vaults in consequence 
of the construction of sewers. The use of 
cups and towels in common in the pub- 
lic schools cannot be too severely con- 
demned. “I have endeavored,“ the report 
reads, to make a personal examination 
of infected premises, but other business 
pressing prevented me from giving this 
matter the time and attention which its 
importance demanded. The inspection and 
disinfection of these buildings should be 
done by a physician who is conversant 
with sanitation, and the nature and 
character of infectious diseases. 

“During the year I have attended at 
their dwellings 430 indigent sick persons. 
I made it a rule to send to the free dis- 
pensary all those who were able to go 
there.“ 

The frequent of meat mar- 
kets and slaughter houses has had a bene- 
ficial effect upon the quality of meat and 
poultry supplied in the cfty. Many of 
the slaughter houses are improperly con- 
structed in regard to sanitation, there not 
Being proper. provisi for cleanlinegs or 

mage. The Meat Inspector has been 
faithful to his duty. The city is in great 
need of a public market place for the sale 
of meats, fruits, vegetables, etc., in or- 
der that these foods may be kept in good 
‘condition and from off the streets and 
sidewalks where they receive. coatings of 
dust and dirt. All food should be syste- 
‘matically inspected. 

Since the first inspection of milk not 
‘long ago, there has been a great improve- 
ment in the quality of that article sup- 
plied to the city. Gravity tests for butter 
fat, have been made, but evaporating and 
other chemical tests should be added. 

There is a good milk ordinance, but 
not sufficient assistance of properly-trained 
help to make its provisions effectual. The 
chemical inspection of milk principally 
protects the consumer from polluted, 
adulterated or fraudulent milk, but the 
inspection by a competent and reliable 
‘veterinarian, with proper authority to en- 
force the ordinance, of dairies, milch cows 
and the handling and care of milk, would 
often, protect the consumer from such dis- 
eases as typhoid fever, diphtheria, scar- 
let fever, and other infectious maladies. 
It is to be hoped that the City Council 
will, as soon as possible, give the Board 
of Health autharity to make proper pro- 
vision for this matter. 

The building used as a pesthouse is not 
worthy the object, and should be replaced 
by suitable buildings for the reception of 
persons suffering from infectious diseases, 
who have no home, and are but illy-pro- 
vided for, and too.often not quarantined, 
in jodging-houses or tenement buildings. 
The pesthouse keeper, John Keyes, de- 
serves credit for the cleanly manner in 
which he has kept the building. | 

During the year the inspectors have 
investigated and ordered the abatement 
of 7518 nuisances. In order to — 1 
to hold each inspector respons for 
his work, the city was divided into three 
districts, as follows: District No. 1, 
south of Temple street and west of Main; 
district No. 2, north of Temple and East 
First streets; district No. 3, south of 
First street and east of Main. 

The Health Office has until recently 
been without a valid ordinance to work 
under. The greater portion of the plumb- 
ing constructed in buildings more 
four years ago, is unsanitary. As the 
department has not had in its employ a 
practical plumbing inspector, it has been 
unable to cause a great improvement in 
the plumbing of the old buildings. The 
inspection and acceptance of all plumb- 
ing should be under the supervision of 
the Board of Health. During the first 
year, the plumbing ordinance being re- 
pealed, the department had no authority 
to order or compel property-owners to 
connect their buildings with sewers and 
abolish cesspools and privy vaults, which 
put the department to a great disadvan- 
tage, and loss of labor and time. It is 
imperative that ample provision be made 
for a tharough and reguiar flushing and 
cleansing of the sewers. 

In conclusion, the report compliments 
the secretary, J. J. O’Brien, for his em- 
ciency.. 

The number of registrations in the 
office during the year were: Physicians, 
278; pharmacists, 50; midwives, 10; plumb- 
ers, 135; dairymen, 51. The expenses of 
the. office for the year were; Salaries, 
$7140; miscellaneous, $348.25; removal and 
disposal of dead animals, $3785.50; re- 
moval and disposal of garbage, $12,560. 
Fees amounting to $80 were collected for 
bodies shipped out of the State.

BAD BILL GAY. 


His Career in the Black Hills During 
the Mining Excitement There. 

“I see they have our ‘Bill Gay’ under 
arrest at The Needles, for murder,“ said 
aman to a Times reporter yesterday, 
“and I am wondering if it is the same man 
who figured in the early history of the 
Black Hills, in the then Territory of Da- 
kota. 

Continuing, the informant said: “I was 
at the fime a reporter on a Deadwood 
paper. You will probably remember that 
the hills country created a great sensa- 
tion in the seventies, on account of the 
gold discoveries, and people rushed into 
the diggings by the thousands. This Bill 
Gay was one of the early comers, and he 
located some fairly good ground in Dead- 
wood Gulch in 1876, on which the town of 
Gayville was built. But Gay achieved his 
greatest notoriety in the summer of 1877 
by the murder of a boy named Forbes. 
For this murder he was convicted and 
sent to the Detroit penitentiary for the 
term of eighteen months. But worse fol- 
lows. On the expiration of his sentence 
and his “return to Deadwood, about two 
hundred of hie admirers, headed by a 
brass band, met him several miles out on 
the road, and escorted him into town, 
where, for the next thirty days, he was 
lionized as the hero of the gulch. 

“Gay in those days was more of a 
saloon-keeper and bartender than miner, 
and, like all of us early arrivals in that 
country, had numerous ‘prospect holes,’ 
worth millions, but I doubt if he was 
ever really worth to exceed $5000. 

“After his return from the penitentiary, 

y attempted the role of the b-a-d man, 

ut, like all of his ilk, being by nature 
a cur, he lost caste and finally slunk out 
of the country. , 

“I know nothing of the murder for 
which Gay is now under arrest, but will 
gamble dollars to cents that if he shot 
his man at all, he shot film in the back.”

The Facts About the Camp- 
bell Hazing. 


Dr. Campbell's Investigations Show 
that the Boy was not to 


Blame. 


What the Captain of the Stanford 
Team and Other Witnesses Tes- 
tifled to —A Plain State- 
ment Made. 


Rev. J. W. Campbell of the First Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church is home from the 
North, and his son Claude came with him. 
A Times reporter called on Mr. Campbell 
last evening at his residence. The rever- 
end gentleman has been much disturbed 
over the unfortunate affair, and while the 
subject is very distasteful to him, he is 
very anxious that the people here should 
have a correct impression of the whole 
occurrence, and to that end furnished for 
publication a full statement setting forth 


DR. CAMPBELLS STATEMENT. 


He Gives the Result of His Investi- 
gation. 


LOS ANGELES, Dec. 13.—(To the Editor 
of The Times:) Allow me to express my 
thanks for your timely editorial upon haz- 
ing, connected with the unfortunate affai: 
in which my son was the victim. I do this 
not because one of my family happened to 
be chosen for the sacrifice, but because you 
have voiced the convictions of all lovers 
of law and good government. 

In this connection, I desire to say that 
my estimate of hazing and hoodlums 
ranks about equally with that of the foot- 
ball game. When young men go from the 
field maimed for life, and in some instances 
have been killed outright,’ I can find no 
words to express my utter contempt for 
the game as now conducted. The presi- 
dents and professors of our universities 
are filled with alarm all over the country 
and say that something must be done. The 
spirit that was exhibited at the last battle 
between the Stanford and Berkeley men 
could only find its fullest vent at the close 
of the game by midnight brawling, shoot- 
ing and hazing. That there are noble 
young men who are members of the foot- 
ball team we do not question, but the 
sight and performance connected with the 
game do not convey to us the idea of a 


education. 

when my son put on the Stanford col- 
ors and shouted for the Stanford team it 
was as if he had shaken out a red flag 
before a mad bull and the results upcn 
his person could not have been much moro 
harmful, except to kill him. 

Tue lowest vulgariams were indulged in 
that language could express. Threatened 
violence, which, if carried out would have 
left him an invalid for life, had he lived, 
was showered upon him. The fact that the 
students who par-ic'pate:l invited the low- 
est characters ‘that could be found in 
the city of Berkeley to assist them in 
performing the foul deed would hardly 
prove that their object was to administer 
a punishment to she young man, but a 
brutality which would do credit to Apache 
Indians. When the names of some of 
these culprits came to Justice Penwell he 
said: “‘They have not been before me cnce 
or twice, but many times have they been 
tried in this court.” I should say that the 
better class of students do not sanctior 
the spirit or act of hazing. It is, however 
safe to say had the Berkeley bc ys won the 
hard-fought battle, no cne would have 
dreamed of hazing C C. Campbell. The 
defeat brought with it a sp'rit of revenge 
and credit for their lost causs must be 
placed somewhere, and so the charge of 
traitor, and spy were the only terms which 
seemed to suit their purpose. So it was 
suggested that Campbell had obtained the 
secret signs and signals and conveyed 
them to the Stanford team, or Stapfcrd 
would have never won tho game. A faith- 
ful investigation before President Kellogg 
and the Committee on Student Affairs 
proved conclusively that my sen did net 
act the part of a traitor. 

The following testimony was taken: 

Capt. Paul Downing, examined by Dr. 
Campbell: “I am a student of Stanford 
University, and captain of the football 
team. I know your son intimately.” Dr. 
Campbell read from the Chronicle of De- 
cember 6, 1894, the resolutions passed by 
the Students’ Association, expelling C. C. 
Campbell from the association, for, as 
alleged, treacherously giving information 
to the Stanford team. Mr. Downing de- 
nied positively that any information had 
been given to him or to any other mem- 
ber of his team that he was aware of. 
It any information had been given by 
young Campbell, it would have come to 
me personally, or, at any rate, it would 
have ‘been reported to me as captain of 
the team. I have received no information 
from Mr. Campbell, either directly or in- 
directly at any time regarding the Berke- 
ley 

Dr. logg asked if there were any 
rumors or reports of the style of play 
at Berkeley. Downing said there were 
rumors, but of a very indefinite character, 
and he regarded them as baseless. In re- 
ply to Dr. Kellogg, Downing said: “In 
football circles there were rumors float 
ing about, but they did not affect tn: 
play of the Stanford team.” 

Dr. Campbell. What opportunities would 
an outsider have of communicating sig- 
nals and other information to your 
team? 

Downing. That would all depend on the 
character of the signals. If thoy were 
simple ones they might be communicated. 
but not if complex. Neither directly nor in- 
directly were any signals communicated 
to our men to my knowledge. Stanford 
students, among others, myself, have wit- 
nessed the Berkeleys play at different 


times. 

Replying to Mr. Campbell, Jr., Downing 
said he did not believe that he was Able 
to gather information from the Berkeley 


men. 

In reply to Dr. Kellogg, Downing said 
if he talked with a Berkeley man who 
gave him points he (Campbell) ought to 
be able to pass on the information. Mr. 
Downing said there were new styles of 
play and new developments that wore prac- 
ticed in open field. 

Mr. Downing said that while his men. 
on the spur ot the moment might lend 
their ear to stories, they would not court 
or seek such information, nor would they 
take advantage of information obtained in 
such a way. 

Claude Campbell, examined by Dr. Camp- 
bell, said he was on the Haight-street 
grounds at the time of the match. He 
never communicated signals or other in- 
formation during the match to any person 
or persons, Neither then nor during the 
whole course of the preliminary practice 
have I communicated any such information 
to the students or professors of Stanford.”’ 

He admitted that he wrote letters to 
his chum, Louis Harrison, and to Band- 
master Kauffman, but in no letter did I 
say anything about the keley play. I 
visited Palo Alto on out a week after 
entering at Ber 1 

Prof. Edwards asked how he got within 
the fence at the match. 

Mr. Campbell. I rode on the top of the 
Stanford dus into the grounds. 

Dr. Kellogg asked Downing on what 
principle Campbell was selected for this 


“First come first served.“ True 
we did not regard him as a Stanford stu- 
dent, but I was personally acquainted with 
Mr. Campbell and he was allowed to ride. 
In reply to Dr. Kellogg, Campbell, Jr., 
said: “I withdrew from Berkeley subse- 
quent to Thanksgiving day, and on 


Thanksgiving day I regarded myself as a 


member of the State University. I with- 
drew my deposit before I was hazed.”’ 

In reply to Dr. Campbell, Downing said 
that had he been a Berkeley man Camp- 


bell’s apnduct would not have appeared 
to him as improper. He simply looked 
to see that his team was on the "bu 
that was all that concerned him. He did 
not stop to think whether it was right for 
a Berkeley man to be on the coach who 
been so much longer at Stanford than at 
Berkeley. 

In reply to Prof. Edwards Campbell said 
he helped the Stanford team by brushing 
the mud off their clothes. No one warned 
him. Mr. McGee told him he could not 
use the water of the sponging buckets, and 
he (Campbell) did not remember answering 
back. He (Campbell) had mised after 
last year’s game, a year ago, that ne 
would rub for the Stanford men this year, 
and so he did. Campbell said the Stanford 
men were all his friends, and he had no 
friends at Berkeley. He wore Stanford 
colors in consequence of his Stanford 
friendship, but thought afterward it was 
a mistake to do so. mpbell said no one 
had suspected him of giving information 
up to Thanksgiving day. 

While at Berkeley he had been studying 
Ymathematics, chemistry and drafting. 

I then asked President Kellogg if I 
should send for any more men at Stanford 
to substantiate the fact that my son had 
not given away any of the secrets of the 
Berkeley team. Dr. Kellogg said be was 
satisfied, and that we could not go the 
whole round in this matter.” 

Prof. Bacon also said that he did not 
think that the young man could have 
given any secret signs away that belonged 
to Berkeley.

Reminiscences of the New York 
Press—Famous Battles Between 
the Sun, the Herald and 
the Tribune. 


SAN DIEGO, Dec. 10.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) Newspaper enterprise in the 
matter of mechanical appliances, and of 
the collecting and editing of news, as ex- 
emplified by The Times today, is probably 
as complete an ilustration of advanced 
journalism as will be found anywhere 
in the world. Comparisons of the new 
era of newspaper making—that is, news- 
paper making since the introduction of 
stereotyping in the sixties, with the meth- 
ods followed prior to that time, have in- 
terest for newspaper makers, as well as 
for the readers. Journalistic enterprise of 
the old school in this country has for one 
of its chief promoters, Moses Y. Beach, 
founder of the New York Sun. 
years ago this man inaugurated the era 
of penny newspapers in the metropolis, 
publishing a four-page paper containing 
less matter than appears on one page of 
the Los Angeles Times of today. There 
were no telegraphic dispatches in those 
days. The paste pot and shears suppleé- 
mented the local news reports with items 
from journals of other States and of other 
lands. The Sun and the Herald were the 
leading papers. James Gordon Bennett, 
the elder, and Mr. Beach did not have 
much spare cash. They were bitter rivals. 
Their publication offices faced each other 
at the corner of Fulton and Nassau streets, 
and from these offices issued large editions 
of the respective papers, containing editor- 
ial broadsides of keen, cutting, personal 
respective editors.

A GOOD THING IF HUMBLE CITIZENS 
THEREBY OBTAIN PRIVILEGE TO 
VOTE. 

BAU CLAIRE (Wis.,) Dec. 1.—I am in 
favor of Mr. Reed for Speaker of the 
Fifty-fourth Congress. 

The chief cause of Republican success 
was the financial stringency of last year 
and the industrial depression which has 
pervaded the country ever since the Dem- 
ocratic party, in its national platform, de- 
clared its hostility to the policy, which, in 
June, 1892, gave us, as a nation, so much 
promise of great prosperity.

I think it would de well to establish 
permanent national headquarters.

The Weekly Bulletin for Southern 


California. 


Following is the weather and crop bulle- 
tin for Southern California, issued by the 
Weather Bureau, for the week ending De- 
cember 10: 

The temperature ranged below the aver- 
ages during the past week with occasional 
light frosts in the morning, in low er- 
posed places, which did no injury except 
to very tender vegetation. The long-con- 
tinued dry season was broken on the sth., 
by a generous rainfall and which was fol- 
lowed by a five-days’ bounteous and well- 
distributed precipitation in all sections 
which has given new life not only to farm- 
ing, but to every class of business indus- 
try. Plowing is now in active operation 
in every locality and the large acreage 
which had been dry-plowed and seeded 
will soon be covered with green verdure. 
The rain particularly benefited the dairy © 
and cattle interests; grass is coming up 
and pasture will soon be abundant. De- 
tailed reports follow: 

San Luis Obispo county—San Luis Obispo 
city: The plentiful and well-distributed 
rains of the past four days were of bene- 
fit to all interests, especially to dairy and 
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-Cattlemen. The rainfall was 2.21 inches; 


highest temperature, 66 deg.; lowest, 34 
deg. Musick: Three and a quarter inches 
of rain fell from the 4th to the 7th. Pas- 
ture has commenced growing; plowing will 
soon be resumed. Several frosty morn- 
ings before the 4th; warmer afterwards: 

Ventury county—Bardsdale: Three and 
a quarter inches of rain fell the past week, 
putting the ground in fine condition for 
and placing 
orchards in good condition. 

Los Angeles county—Lancaster: The 
rainfall up to the 7th was 1.32 inches; the 
foothills had more. Farmers are happy. 
Los Angeles city: The temperature ranged 
4 deg. below e average for the week; 
the highest was 67 deg.; lowest, 41 deg. 
The rainfall was 2.61 inches for the storm, 
and 3.35 for the season to date. Colgrove: 
The rainfall was 2.50 inches. It fell so 
softly that every drop soaked into the 
ground. A great deal of land which has 
been seeded.to barley will soon be up, 
the remaining land will be plowed as soon 
as dry enough. Orchards and vegetables 
are being cultivated. Verdugo: Rainfall 
for the past week, 2.61 inches; for the sea- 
son, 3.34 inches. Farmers all busy plow- 
ing. Pasadena: Two and ninety-four hun- 
dreths inches of rain fell the past week. 
Ranchers are jubilant and are preparing 
for very extensive seeding and tree-plant- 
ing. Oranges are turning. Highest tem- 
perature, 69 deg.; lowest, 39 deg. Duarte: 
The rainfall was 3:45 inches. Farmers are 
busy preparing land for seeding. There 
has been no frost here this winter. High- 


est temperature, 77 deg.; lowest, 43 deg. 
Covina: ur inches of rain fell during 
the week. Plowing for grain will soon be- 


gin; some light frosts previous to the 
rains, Pomona: The rainfall for the 
week was 5.23 inches, and for the season, 
5.88 inches. The rain for the most part 
fell without wind and sank_into the soil 
without waste; plows are going on all 
sides.

PASADENA, Dec. 13. — (Special Corre- 
spondence.) It is learned that J. A. Muir, 
superintendent of the Southern Pacific 
Company, departed today for San Fran- 
cisco to confer with the officials at Fourth 
and Townsend streets, and that the rea- 
son for the hurried trip was a telegram 
received from Mr. Huntington saying that 
the company could not and would not ac- 
cept the franchise in its present form, 
with the objectionable conditions attached. 
Rather than submit to what is alleged to 
be a scheme to cinch the company, the 

ject of building a branch line into 
asadena will be abandoned. In the opin- 
ion of many citizens, some of whom were 
quoted in this column this morning, such 
a decision, carried out, would be a public 
calamity though for a few property-own- 
ers it would be a victory. A large number 
of citizens were interviewed by a Times 
reporter today on the subject, and a large 
proportion of them expressed themselves 
in favor of the Council granting the fran- 
chise prayed for with only the usual re- 
strictions, and not insist upon the board 
of arbitration idea. Some of these citi- 
zens were emphatic in declaring that they 
saw in the opposition an inclination to 
compel the company to pay exorbitant 
prices for rights, and favored giving the 
road a chance to fight its own battle, be- 
lieving that the property-owners’ interests 
will be quite safe with a jury of their 
peers. For business reasons, the citizens 
—merchants and professional men—who 
took this view of the controversy, declined 
to permit their names to be mentioned in 
this connection, fearing to offend some in- 
dividuals. One citizen called attention to 
the fact that a single track road on lower 
Broadway where it is 100 feet wide, would 
still leave a street nearly fifty feet wide 
on each side. The railroad there could 
at most only. divide the 100-foot street, 
which is now barely passable for vehicles, 
into two streets each as wide as Moline 
avenue, and several other thoroughfares 
in the city. 

Mr. Forsythe, of the Pasadena Manufac- 
turing Company, has received a number 
of signatures to a petition to the City 
Council reading: 

To the honorable president and Board 
of Trustees of the city of Pasadena: 

“‘Whereas, there is now being advertised 
ja franchise for a steam railroad up Broad- 
Way avenue, as applied for by the South- 
ern Pacific Railway Company, the under- 
Signed, individuals and firms, doing busi- 
ness in Pasadena, would respectfully rec- 
ommend that said franchise be not granted 
until the highest bidder for the same shall 
have made a settlement for damage by 
compromise or arbitration with such prop- 
erty-owners along said avenue as are will- 
ing to so settle and who will abide by 
Stich settlement.“ 

FOR A NEW SCHOOL BUILDING. 

It is difficult to keep track of all the 
various petitions that are in circulation in 
the interest of office-seekers who want 
deputyships, humanitarians whose hearts 
bleed for the Armenians, people who want 
to sell lots to a railroad and so forth. The 
latest is one addressed to the Board of 
School Trustees asking that a mass-meet- 
ing of voters be called to discuss the need 
of a new school building, and the propriety 
of holding a special election to vote on an 
issue of bonds. There is little chance for 
discussion on the need of another build- 
ing, and such a meeting will be useless 
unless some public-spirited citizen will 
undertake to establish the legality of the 
achool district by bringing a friendly suit 
to be decided judicially. Until such a de- 
cision is obtained no purchasers can be 
found for the school bonds, no matter how

The First Norther of the Season— 
Only Slight Damage. 
RIVERSIDE, Dec. 12. — (Special Corre- 
spondence.) The first “‘norther’’ of the 
season was experienced here today, but 


because of the recent rains there was no | 


dust. The pepper berries were pretty well 
stripped from the trees, some large 
branches broken from the shade trees and 
oranges upon the north side of the trees, 
especially of seedlings, were somewhat in- 
jured by the rubbing and pricking of the 
skins. Speaking of the norther, Capt. M. 
J. Daniels, president of the Orange-grow- 
ers’ Bank, said: .

PERRIS. 
PERRIS, Dec. 13.—(Special Correspond- 


ence.) Perris is determined not to be 
behind other towns and cities in the county 
in any particular. There is an improve- 
ment society which has been in operation 
for more than a year, the operation of 
which has resulted in various and im- 
portant improvements in and about the 
city. A few months ago a law and order 
society was formed, and it has meen tak- 
ing an active interest in matters p 
coming within the scope of such an or- 
ganization. 

As soon as it was learned that the pro- 
posed county pfohibition ordinance had 
been defeated at the general election; the 
Law and Order Society interested itself in 
the matter. The county Supervisors had 
individually pledged themselves to the péo- 
ple that, should the prohibition ordinance 
vo upon be carried, they would re- 
enact the ordinance and make it a county 
ordinance through the regular legal 
method; but should the ordinance be de- 
feated they would take it to mean that a 
majority of the citizens were not in favor 
of prohibition, but wanted high license in 
the county. There was pregented at the 
last meeting of the society the ordinanes 
which it is proposed the society shall ask 
the county Supervisors to pass was pre- 
sented and discussed, and if it becomes a 
law there is reason to believe that the 
restrictions are exacting enough to satisfy 
the strictest high license advecates. The 
ordinance is modeled after the Pomona 
city ordinance, but has more restrictions 
contained in it. The annual license for a 
retail saloon is but $1000. The dispensing 
of all liquors must be conducted in one 
room upon the ground floor, with no side 
rooms, basement or upper floor connéc- 
tions, and no cards, billiards or pool ta- 
bles, games of any kind, chairs, tables or 
seats of any kind, save and except one 
chair for the use of the licensee or hig 
employees,” are to be allowed. The room 
must be open to the public gaze. with 
windows covering at least half of the 
front, opening upon a principal thorougn- 
fare. The windows must not be screened 
in any way. The whole of the business 
shall be open to the public gaze. The bar- 
tender shall be an appointee of the Super- 
visors, by whom he shall be selected, and 
the business shall be under the general 
supervision of the County Supervisors. The 
ordinance is intended to remove all the 
obnoxious features of the saloon save that 
of dispensing liquors, which a majority of 
the electors of this county have, by their 
votes, expressed themselves as believing a 
desirable thing, or at least more desifa- 
me than an attempt at prohibition. Those 
who drafted the ordinance seem to have 
neglected no important point. 7
